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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Although upon reconsideration it appears that 
applicants* claims have been drafted in such a manner so as to eliminate any reliance upon EP 756 it also appears that the claims are still 
broad enough to be rejected by a simple reliance upon Lange et al taken either Individually, or for claims 6 and 32 in view of Melancon et 
al , cited as evidence of the state of the art , each for reasons already of record together with the following additional observations. The 
Examiner again notes that Lange et al discloses a very closely related genus of articles comprising a variety of suitable polymeric 
substrates such as polyester which may be primed by a genus of silica nanoparticles formed in a gelled networi< which is believed to read 
upon applicants' claim language which requires that "the primer consists essentially of nanoparticles". Note also that although no specific 
adhesive compositions except (inferentially) that acrylic composition found on 3M's trademark identified Scotch Brand Magic Transparent 
Tape are disclosed the reference clearly teaches at Col 4. lines 5-1 0 "the utility of the coating as a primer for adhering adhesives to 
substrates, such as polymeric substrates", which, the Examiner respectfully submits, is more than satisfactory for purposes of 
obviousness. As such, it is respectfully submitted that applicants' remark (pages 5-6, bridging paragraph) that "Lange et al fail to describe 
any adhesive other than the specific adhesive of the test tape used" fails to fully appreciate the relied upon thrust of the reference 
teaching which cleariy infers that many adhesives are suitable to be used in combination with the primer layer and the polymeric 
substrate. . 
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
